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SUMMARY OF TELEPHONIC INTERVIEW 



Dear Sir: 

On April 8, 2009, a telephonic interview was conducted between the undersigned and the 
Examiner. The subject matter of claim 1 was discussed. 

In the interview, the Examiner pointed out that the claim was not clear on what 
constitutes a virtualized environment versus a non-virtualized environment. The undersigned 
stated that the undersigned disagreed with that assessment, since a person of ordinary skill in the 
art would clearly understand the difference between a native OS running in the non-virtualized 
environment, and a virtualized OS running in a virtual environment. 

The Examiner proposed that specific settings be recited in the claim to differentiate the 
two different environments. The undersigned disagreed that recitation of such settings would be 
necessary.
